OUE "HUMILIATING POSITION;" 

The despevate nutl disgraceful state in 
■which the present Government found the 
finance* of the Province when thoy took 
offloe in the winter of 1876, is probably 
without a parallel in the annals of British 
North America. It seems almost beyond 
belief that the Province whioh was engag- 
ed in a bitter and unrelenting warfare 
with Canada for tho fulfilment of a soW" 
covenant and had just. i»~,Ked the inter- 
ference of Her Majesty for tho preserva- 
tion of our treaty-rights should havo 
been so stupid as to borrow largo sums of 
money from the "common enemy," as 
Canada was then popularly termed. Yet 
so it was. At the very time British Col- 
umbia had entered on the "Fight Mac- 
kenzie" campaign she was placing herself 
tinder deep obligations to Mr. Mackenzie 
for the money with whioh her roads and 
bridges and other publio improvements 
wore to bo effected on tho "sowing broad- 
cast" principle. The fact cannot be deni- 
ed that the Province had two faces at 
that timo which sho turned alternately 
Canadawards. The ono face oxpressod 
suspicion, hatred and hostility; tlio other 
beamed with obsequiousness, Christian 
humility and meekness. The ono demand- 
ed of Canada "a Railway or your national 
existence." Tho other humbly insinuatod 
that times being bard tho loan of a few- 
hundred thousand dollars would he very 
acceptable. Tho illustration that presents 
itself to tho mind as best calculated to de- 
scribe the then position of the Province 
is that of a highwayman who first knocks 
his victim down and approaches him for a 
small loan before ho has had time to rise. 
At th» very dato that tho bitterest and 
most warlike dispatches were passing be- 
tween Canada and British Columbia on 
tho subject of tho Railway, tho financial 
dispatches sent from Victoria to Otta 
wa woro of a character to impress 
Canada wiili tho stupidity and inconsis 
tenoy of our rulers, who, in borrowing 
from the "common enoniy," were actually 
putting their hands iu the lion's mouth. 

It has been said that the relation ia 
wkich the Province stands towards the 
Bank ia "humiliating" to the former. 
But tho position from which the Province 
has been extricated by tho Government 
was not alone "humiliating''— it was posi- 
tively degrading. In April, 1875, the 
Province drew on Canada for two sums — 
one of §189,000; tho other of §250,000, on 
account of publio improvements. The 
draft for the firstnamed sum was honored; 
the draft for the second was refused pay- 
ment in the following "humiliating' 
Minute of the Privy Council of Canada 
dated 20th May, 1875. 

"With respect to tho remaining ad 
vances, ho [the Minister of Finance of 
Canada] further observes that it is en- 
tirely optional witli the Govornmont of 
tho Dominion to advance any sums on 
said account; and inasmuch as inconveni- 
ence may arise if expenditure should be 
undertaken in any of the Provinces under 
the impression that the Local Govern- 
ment or Legislature are at liberty to 
draw at pleasure for tho balanco of debt 
referred to in said Act, he suggests that 
1iie consent ob the government op 
Canada must be expressly obtained he 
poke any advance on account of local 
improvements is authorized." 

No stronger evidence could be given that 
the Province was already inCanadian lead 
ing-strlngR than the fact that sho was re- 
quired to obtain tho oxpress "consent" of 
Canada before she could expend one 
dollar of tho advance. Then was the time 
for Columbia to have withdrawn her 
hands from thu iiou's mouth. Sho had 
ono chance left. Her credit was good; 
she should have curtailed her expendi- 
ture, declined to borrow any further sums 
from Canada, and transferred her account 
to the Bank, which was ready and will- 
ing to lend at 8 per cent. Did she 
accept the warning that tho Minute con- 
veyed and recede from her parilous posi- 
tion? Not a bit of it. The Government 
of the Province on the 22d of June for- 
warded a cringing and "humiliating" 
Minute in reply to the Minute of the Ot- 
tawa Government from which we make 
the following extract: 

"Tho Minister of Finance * * * re- 
commends that tho Dominion Government 
ha respectfully asked, iiudor the circum- 
stances, to authoiize tho advua OC1 f the 
8250,000 asked for, in addition to the nu m 
of 8189,150 which that Government have 
agreed to advance, and that, for the fu- 
ture, the EXPRESS CONSENT OF THE 
DOMINION GOVERNMENT BE OB- 
TAINED to draw upou them for moneys 
intended to bo oxponded." 

Uriah Heop was never more unctuous 
than our Government in this Minuto. 
On the 11th of August following no an- 
Bwer had been received and the situation 
of the Government was desperate. A largo 
liability had been incurred in respect of 
publio works, contractors were pressing 
for money, the legislature had expired 
from efflux of time, and tho general elec- 
tions were about to bo sjming on- the 
country. It would never do to faco tho 
constituencies with an empty cash-box. 
Therefore the Lieut. -Governor sent a tele- 
gram to Ottawa urgently request- 
ing an answer. In duo course the 
answer came. It was oven moro "humil- 
iating' 1 than the previous Minute, and we 
rescue it from tho obscurity of tho Ses- 
sional Papers of 1870: 

"Tho Minister [of Finance of Canada! 
observes that tho Govoiuiuont of British 
Columbia woro in no way warranted in 
incurring expenditure or entering into 
uny contracts whatever without the ex- 
press consent of the Governor in Oounoil. 

"Tllftt it is immaterial for what pur- 
poses tin said §250,000 are required. 

"That under exiting circumstances tho 
engagements contracted by the Govern- 
ment of tho Dominion render it inexpe- 
dient to comply at present with the re- 
quest of the Government of British Col- 
umbia, moro especially as tho Council 
havo already authorized an advance of a 
largo sum, to wit, 8189,000 to British Co- 
lumbia." 

Most of our readers havo hoard of a 
class of porsons in England who are known 
to sooioty as hegging-lotter writers. Char- 
les Dickons in one of Mb sketches shows 
tho class up iu a very amusing manner. 
No refusaldetere theaa from again and 



again asking assistance. No insult 'now* 
over gross affronts them. If denied an 
advance of £100 they reduce their de- 
mands to half-a-crown and thank yoa for 
it as warmly as if their first application 
had been acceded to. It is impossible) 
that Dickens could have had the Into 
Government of British Columbia in 
his mind's eye when he wroto his 
sketoh; but tho parallel is remarkable. 
In place of indignantly declining further 
negotiations on the subject of fiuancos, 
what did the Government do? They re- 
flected for a period of two months and 
then sent another begging lottor to Ot- 
tawa. This timo thoy reduced their de- 
mand to 8150,000. Tho answer was short, 
sharp and decisive, Mr. Mackenzie tele- 
graphed lmok that "8150,000 would be 
advanced on account of the subsidy." *It 
is probablo that the full scope of the an- 
swer did not break in on the somowhat 
opaque intellect of tho then Provincial 
Secretary. The evidence is overwhelm- 
ing that ho did not disoover until some 
days thereafter that the acceptance of the 
sum "on account of tho subsidy," bond- 
ed the subsidy to Canada until the 8150,- 
000 had been repaid, for we find Dr. Ash 
telegraming iu reply on the 20th October, 
1875, to tho Hon. Mr. Maokenize: 

"Your telegram received; GOVERN- 
MENT THANK YOU for your prompt 
attention. John Ash." 

Tho S150.000 was accepted under tho 
degrading conditions prescribed at Ot- 
tawa, and when the present Government 
took office they found tho subsidy pawned 
to Canada and large sums due contractors, 
the Bank and private individuals which 
called for heavy interest. During their 
tourteen months of office tlio Government 
havo released the subsidy, paid off the 
amounts duo contractors and prlvato in- 
dividuals, reduced tho publio debt ma- 
terially, and concentrated tho liabilities of 
the Province in the hands of tho Bank, 
whioh they propose to pay by means of 
a loan of §750,000 to be raised in London 
at 6 per cent, interest. The responsibili- 
ty for tho present flnanoial condition of 
the country attaches to the Walkem Gov 
ernment. They are alone to blame and on 
reasonable man can read the Minutes of 
Council from which we have made ex- 
tracts without admitting suoh to be the 
case. 



English Mail. 

Mr. Daniel Lee, a member of ono of 
the largest calico printing firms in 
Manchester, has diotl in that city, aged 
seventy-nine. Tho deceased was made 
a Knight of the Order of St. Gregory 
by the Pope, and took a great interest 
in the Manchester and Salford politics. 
He was very rich. 

Morocco news received at Gibraltar 
states that locusts in vast numbers had 
reached Mogador and Safri, and were 
proceeding along the coast northwards. 
They had committed great ravages, 
and it was feared that the crops had 
suffered extensivoly. 

On the I7th ult. the mansion of Mr. 
Hazzop Ulo, a Greek merchant, situate 
at the corner of Broome lane, Brough- 
ton, and probably one of the most 
finely furnished and valuable establish- 
ments around Manchester, was almost 
totally destroyed by fire. A valuable 
collection of pictures and works of art 
was destroyed. Tho building had been 
recently decorated by Italian and other 
artists. The proprietor was in Wales 
when the lire occurred, and the house 
had beeuleftin charge of servants, 
who were, however, at the theatre 
when tho fire was discovered. 

The case of John Bobbins v. Day 
was heard at Swaffdam. The defend- 
ant was proprietor of a menagerie, and 
in September, whilst Mrs. Robbins 
was visiting tlio exhibition, her arm 
was so badly bitten by a dromedary 
that the limb hud to bo amputated. 
Tho jury awardod £250 damages, with 
£'i5 for expenses and costs.

The Subsidized Steamers. 

EiiTTnn Colomist: — Tue peoplo of tho 
Province ought to be grateful to tho Do 
minion Government for tho interest it ex 
hibits in tho postal communication of 
British Columbia. The Dominion has ex- 
pended immense sums in supplying tho 
people of tho different parts of this Pro 
vinco with a regularity of mail communi- 
cation unknown in such a now and diffi- 
cult travelled-over country; and §51,000 
paid yearly to owners of the steamers that 
carr ' our mail from San Francisco to Vic- 
tori:, is not the whole of the largo sum 
paid. 

The gentleman at tho head of tho postal 
department has very lately received a pe- 
tition from the merchants of this city, 
praying that the ownor/i of thea's steamers 
would be compelled to carry out their 
contract and arrive according to their 
contract at a Victoria wharf. 

A stranger, much less a citizen of this 
city, cannot help perceiving at a glanco 
what a dotrimont it is to the merchants of 
Viotoria that the owners of these steamers 
are not compellod to bring their boats 
into Victoria harbor. 

The man most indifferent to tho inter- 
ests of Ihe commerce of this place, if he 
only stands at Esquimalt harbor to see 
the freight from San Francisco to Victor- 
ia trans-shipped there, must see instantly 
how injurious it is to the merchants of 
Victoria that these subsidized vossels 
should arrive at Esquimalt; but to 
see the ontire injury to the merchants, 
tho indifferent man Bhould come by tho 
boat that bears tho freight to Victoria 
wharf and soo tho damaged packages 
strewn about upon tho landing — a boot 
sticking out of a box, a variety of fancy 
goods displaying themselves in their 
gaudineos in another box shattered by 
the weight of a heavy noighbor, and then 
tho glittering frames of beautiful pic- 
tures damaged by the recklessness or 
negligence of tho carriers. 

The Panama arrived at Esquimalt at 
ten minutes to 9 o'clock on Sunday night 
last; — delivered mails and some hundred 
and fifty tons of freight — cleared at 11 
o'clock and left on Sunday morning for 
ports on Puget Sound. 

I am under tho impression it is not 
usual in the Dominion to entor or olear 
vessels on Sunday under such circum- 
stances, taking into account that Esqui- 
malt, or rather Victoria, is tho port of 
destination for these subsidized steamers, 
and remembering, also, it is tho contract 
between the owners of theso steamers and 
the Dominion Government that these 
steamers shall, after their arrival here, 
remain for forty-eight hours.

Ottawa, April 20. 
The members of tho O. P. R. S. staff

Singular Drowning. 



An inquest was held yesterday on the 
bodies of two Indians found drowned at 
Wood's Point, up tho arm. From the 
evidence produced it appears that a canoe 
ceutainicg two Indians, two squaws and 
a boy, all drunk, with the exception of 
the boy, started up the arm on Friday 
night. On arriving at Wood's Point ono 
of tho squaws, with the boy, laudod for 
the purpo3o of lighting a fire; but being 
too drunk to do this sho rolled herself 
up in her blankets and wont to sleep in 
the canoo. The two Indians, who wore 
also still in the canoo, commenced quar- 
reling, in tho midst of which tho canoe 
was upsot and tho occupants precipitated 
into tho water, which, however, was very 
shallow. The tide being out at the time, 
tha squaw succeeded in crawling up to- 
wards tho slioro. Ono of the Indians was 
drowned at once; the other, however, 
died a lingering doath as ho fell in 
shallow water and was only drowned by 
the rising of the tide. The squaw was pick- 
ed up yesterday this morning by the night 
watohman, and at ono time it was thought 
sho would not live. As it wa3 sho had a 
very narrow escape. Tho jury returned 
a verdict of drowned while in a state of 
intoxication.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, April 20.— A Vionna corres- 
pondent telegraphs "Tarn informed from 
Bucharost that Princo Charles received a 
copy of tho Russian manifesto which con- 
tains tho following declaration: Whereas, 
every endeavor by the Emperor of Russia 
to prosorvo poaco has fniled owing to tho 
stubbornness of the Porto, whilo the con- 
dition of tho Christians in tho East is not 
improved aud their livesand property hav# 
been endangered; thereforo his Majesty 
in the namo of humanity and with a full 
consciousness of his sovereign duties as 
national protoctor of the Scluvonio nations 
in tho East has boen compelled to resolve 
on obtniniug by force of arms such guar- 
antees for his distressed fellow-believers 
on Turkish soil as appears absolutely ne- 
cessary for securing their future welfare." 
Tho document proceeds to stato this arm- 
ed intervention is not meant for tho pur- 
pose of conquest and will end aftor secur- 
ing tho above-mentioned results. 

A later dispatch from Constantinople 
confirming tho above in effect adds that 
tho manifesto also declares thatRussia in- 
tends to occupy Bulgaria and hold tho 
province as a national guarantee for tho 
executions of tho reforms that she will in- 
vito other European powers to tako part 
in tho occupation, and, finally, that she 
declines any intention to acquire territory 
permanently.

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, April 21. — Ex-Govornor 
Kellogg iu roply to a question, while ad- 
mitting Packard is tho legal Governor of 
Louisiana, snys tho force against him is 
so great ho will not be able to hold ont 
longer; and thinks he w ill quietly with- 
draw without provocation of battle or 
bloodshod. 

Gen. Sherman bus tolographed a lettor 
to tho Secretary of War rolative to the 
withdrawal of troops from New Orleans 
to Gon. Sheridan at Chicago, with in- 
structions to have the order executed as 
directed. 

Instructions have boon sent by tho So- 
crotary of tho Treasury to San Francisco 
directing that tho revenue cutter Rush 
shall commence a summer oruiso along 
tho coast on tho first of May. Tho Rush 
will pay particular attention to tho Amer- 
ican interests in Alaska and on tho otter 
grounds. Tho Rush is well armed and 
should it ho found that further foroo is 
necessary a man-of-war will bo sent to the 
otter aud seal grounds. 

New York, April 21. — Silver bars, 1 
27J_; greenbacks, 1.10; gold, silver coin, 
y discount; gold opened at 1.06^, rose 
to 7, closed at (iy t ; money, 2@2%; gov- 
ernments dull and strong; stocks very ac- 
tive; nnsottled and irregular. 

New York, April 21. — Information is 
received hero of tho murder on tho Labra 
dor coast of u Moravian missionary, Mr, 
Balfe, his son and 2 daughters, on Febru- 
ary 8th. Object of murder is believed to 
have been plundor. 

A number of Turkish army officers ar- 
rived to-day. They como to inspeot arms 
and learn tlio Auiaricnu mothod of manu- 
facturing arms. 

EUROPE. 
Bucharest, April 21.— Russian gan- 
oral and staff havo left Kisoheneff for 
Unghoni, and Scutari; a cavalry force is 
marching towards tho Danube. Artillery 
is concentrating at Unghoni aud infantry 
are massed in tho direction of Choty, 
Scutari and Ungehni. 

London, April 21. — A special from Pora 
says it is reported Russia decided to sond 
a second circular to tho powers and wait 
reply before declaring war. Bad condi- 
tion of roads iu Asia is considered tho 
cause of apparent hesitation. 

Paris, April 21.— A correspondent says, 
"I hoar on good authority that in St. 
Petersburg, Constantinople and Loudon 
most authoritative diplomats boliove that 
war must come. No action is being taken 
in oither city to avert tho oataBtropho." 

Vienna, April 21. — There is quite a 
panic in Roumania about Turkish in- 
vasion. Tho Roumanian Government has 
applied to powers and is becoming more 
pressing in its demand to bo saved from 
Circassian and Bashi-Razouks. Answer 
iB not reassuring in tone, Turkey saying 
tho passage of Turkish troops to tho Rou- 
manian Hide would dopend upon Turkish 
military affairs; but that if it happens in 
consequence of tho entry of Russian 
troops thePorto declines responsibility for 
Roumania boing turned into a theatre of 
war. 

London, April 21. — A Vionna dispatch 
snys Roumauia cannot prevent passage of 
Russian armies through her torritoiy, as 
she has vainly sought support to do so 
from tho powers; but sho will vigorously 
abstain from armed participation if 
Turkey does not cross tho Danubo also, 
and will herself occupy Kalafafat with her 
own troops to prevent Russians taking 
that position; but if Turkey persists in its 



proposed action Roumania will be com- 
pelled to cast hor lot with the only power 
capable of affording hor protection against 
Buch a terriblo calamity. Roumania's 
position is ono of imminent peril. 

A Fugitive from Justice. 



A correspondent writing from Lon 
don, says: Some months ago I received 
from a correspondent in Scotland an 
exciting account of a dashing feat of 
horsemanship by a lady of rare courage 
and exquisito beauty. Tho story ap- 
peared in one of tho journals, and my 
friend followed it up by sending me 
cabinet portraits of the heroine. H» 
informed me that she was a lady of 
birth and wealth, and that she was 
going, he feared, to give her .family 
umbrage by entering upon a course of 
professional study for the stage. She 
had signified hor intention of removing 
to London, as sho was an orphan and 
of age, no ono had any control over 
her. She would call upon me for ad- 
vice, and he hoped I would do all I 
could for her. One day her ladyship 
called. She was all my correspondent's 
fancy had painted her. Tall , a dainty 
figure, with sparkling oyes, and a 
healthy complexion. Miss Ogilvie 
Bruce with a slight Sootoh accent, and 
added an additional charm to her musi- 
cal voice. Sho was splendidly dressed, 
and sho was ovidently quite innocent 
of London life. Sho thought she 
should place herself in the profession- 
al hands of Hermann Vezin.

'Have you a large fortune?' I asked. 
'Yes,' she replied, smiling. 
'Then you had better havo a theatre 
as well as a nowspaper,' I said, 'if you 
are anxious to get your trouble over 
quickly.' 

'You think you are talking to the 
inexperioncod girl described by your 
Edinburgh correspondent,' she said. 
Let me undeceive you; I have been 
my own mistress almost since I was a 
child, aud have had a long career of 
work; I have invested money iu many 
strange ventures and never lost any. I 
am lucky, and when you talk of my 
having a theatre sarcastically, you don't 
dream that before six months are over 
my head I shall havo a newspaper and 
theatre; I can afford it.' 
'You have agents or solicitors, Miss 
Bruce,' I asked. 

'Of course; oh, yes,' she said. 
'Then ask thoir advice before you 
embark iu these speculations.' 

'No, no; I never ask their advice; 1 
simply tell them what I wish; I want 
you to advise me, and if you will let 
me know of any good newspaper in the 
market for sale, I will buy it. And, 
though I would not hurt your feelings 
for the world, I shall ask you to make 
it a business matter between us.' 

'Pardon me,' I said; 'I will bo no 
party to an enterprise that cannot fail 
to be a source of serious anxiety to a 
lady who I am asked to help with my 
advice.

In sheer despair some of tho 
tradespeople camo and half pulled down 
hor house ono day this week. She has 
been buying everything everywhere, and 
selling again, and otherwise 'spoiling the 
Egyptians' of silks, satitis, cabinets, and 
goods of tho unMt.liost kind, and as fast as 
thoy were delivored at tho front door, 
quickly, it sooms, did many of them dis- 
appear at the back. The housekeoper has 
been twice remandod for the appearanoe 
of a witness, who says ho has lent Miss 
Bruce 825,000, and who is to prove that 
the lady iH not Miss Bruco at all, but 
Mrs. somebody. It is pretty certain that 
this lady's next exploits will bo in Now 
York; hence, this brief sketch of hor per- 
formances in London.

Certain licensed victuallers andauti- 
Dunkinites in Kingston recently in 
their apooohes attacked Father Stafford, 
and a friend of tho latter effectively 
replies through the Kingston Whig. 
The writer quotes from an official 
report Father Stafford's replies to the 
following questions put in 1874 by a 
select committee of the Ontario Legis- 
lature: — 

1, "State the extent of the evils of 
drunkenness." 

Answer-" Imposible. None can tell. 
In the moral order they are great and 
wide spread. In society the chief evils 
flow from drunkenness. Ignorance and 
vice of every kind derive their condi- 
tion of existence from whiskey drinking 
Trees and plants of every kind require 
moisture to live, and grow, and flourish. 
All the vices, and crimes, and villanies 
that curse the country require whiskey 
at the roots to enable them to grow and 
flourish." 

2, State the probable cause thereof. 
Answer — "The license system, i.e., 

permission you give to the greatest 
enemies of the human race to live and 
grow fat on the tears, tho lives, the 
eternal souls of our people. Let men 
sell all the other poisons, let butchers 
sell bad meat, bakers bad bread; let 
every man keep a keg of gunpowder, 
import famine, pestilence, cholera, tho 
small-pox, but shut up the whiskey 
shop." 

3, State the results of intemperance. 
Answer — "Unmitigated evil, always 

evil, nothing but evil! Poverty, misery 
ignorance, Btupidity, brutality, cruelty, 
hatreds, lawsuits, lost homes, dirt and 
filth, inferior schools, mortgages, in- 
sanity, idiotcy, weak-mindedness, brok- 
en-down constitutions, debility, con- 
sumption, cursing, swoaring, fighting, 
blasphemy, impiety, irreligion, infi- 
delity, hypocrisy, and all other causes 
that affect tho community." 
4 State the best remedy therefor ? 
Answer — "Prohibition! stop the traf- 
fic. Prohibition, immediate, pure and 
simplo, unconditional, compensated; 
mako tho manufacture, importation, 
and sale of intoxicating liquors a crime 
of the worst kind ; uttach capital pun- 
ishment to it, hang any man caught in 
it. 

G "Are the regular taverns as pro- 
ductive of injury to the community »a 
tho saloons, shops, recesses, and other 
groggories ?" 

Answer — "All very much aliko— gra- 
ded so as to moot the tastes of even the 
most degraded. Thoy are nil of tho 
same family — graded to the tustos and 
wants of tho different classes of tho 
community. While you aro rich and 
rospGctable the first-cluss hotel is open 
to you; whon you havo become a sot 
you aro admitted into tho second-class 
saloon; if you are a poor labouring 
man you can get more for your monoy 
in tho shop, aud can got drunk longor. 
When you aro dead broke and without 
a cent— but with ruin staring you and 
your wifo and children in the face— then 
they are all closed agaiust you."

While the Committee was making Investigation, tho Superintendent of tho Insurance Department, with 
his Deputy, Assistants and ExpertB. was also engaged in examining tho affairs of the Company bb required 
bylaw. Ho iB still at work examining, net only into tho liabilities of tho Company, but likewise into the 
inothematleal principles upon which ltB business Is conducted, snd its liaDilitles are determined. This ex- 
amination will be thorough and exhaustive, and ltB rcsuhs presented in a roport which will bo published in 
duo time, and to which iho Committee refer.
